The other 
three sisters of Betsy, or Eliza, as she was variously called, Mrs. Church, 
Mrs. Van Rennselaer, and Mrs. Washington Morton all eloped with the 
men of their choice despite parental opposition, but in the end they were 
all forgiven by the warm-hearted old General. 

ALEXANDER HAMILTON built 
“The Grange”’ as he called it in 1801, 
just north of New York City, and 
the timbers used in its construction 
were furnished by General Schuyler 
from his estate at Saratoga. he 
house has been moved from its orig:

of the original garden is now built 
upon; but some of the elm trees once 
part of a stately avenue planted by 
Alexander Hamilton, still remain. 

Theartist who painted the picture 
onourfront cover copied from an old 
print in drawing the garden, and 
there is little doubt but that the pic- 
ture gives a very good idea of what 
the garden looked like when Mrs. 
Hamilton, its charming mistress 
walked along its winding paths.

Delicious Cooking Recipes For 
Lima Beans 


Lima Beans are very desirable served as green beans, either alone or 
eaten with sweet corn in the form of succotash, but they are not used as 
largely as they should be, because it is not generally’known that in a dry 
state they can be used in the same manner as the common beans, and keep 
equally well. Lima Beans are much richer and more delicate in flavor than 
ordinary beans, and are unexcelled for either boiling, baking, or canning. 
The nutritive element in meat is protein. The same element in

BAKED LIMA BEANS 


Soak a quart overnight or for a few hours, with a piece of fat pork. 
Grease around inner edge of kettle to prevent boiling over. Soak three 
dried Chili peppers, pouring off water twice. Mash peppers well with a 
pint of canned tomatoes. Cut up an onion and fry slightly, adding it to 
the Chili and tomatoes.

Fill the 
shell with lima beans, pour mayonnaise dressing over the beans and 
garnish with lettuce leaves. 


SOUP OF LIMA BEANS 

Cook one pint of lima beans one hour in plenty of water and add a pinch 
of baking soda while boiling. Cook fifteen minutes more and drain off 
the water. 

Put to cooking again in plenty of water until soft, then put beans and 
liquid through a colander to remove the skins. Then add a pint of sweet 
milk and a piece of butter the size of an egg. Salt and pepper to taste. 
Do not let it boil after the milk is added, but keep good and hot. It has 
the flavor of oyster soup. 


RECIPE FOR LIMA BEAN FRITTERS 
2 cups cooked baby lima beans 1% teaspoonful salt 
1 cup flour 4% teaspoonful paprika 
1 teaspoonful baking powder 2 eggs 
Chop beans, add dry ingredients mixed and sifted, then add well-beaten 
yolks and fold in stiffly beaten whites. Cook on griddle or frying pan. 
Serves about five.

Succession sowings should be made of most vegetables throughout the 
Summer and early Fall to supply the table, but when vegetables are 
wanted for canning purposes or for storing it is better to sow seed late 
in the summer. Then, as the crops mature late, they keep longer, 

Vegetables maturing in the late Fall are hardier and therefore better 
for storing in winter. Below we print a list of vegetable seeds suitable for 
sowing in June, July, August and September in the latitude of New York.

YY No changes can be made in this collection on account of the exceptionally low price 
at which it is offered. Bought separately the items in this collection would cost $15.00. 
Complete cultural instructions for all of the above are given in the Garden 
Guide and Record included with each collection. In grouping the flowers, the 
various varieties should be arranged so that the tall sorts, like Cosmos and Dahlias, 
are placed in the background, then graduating down with the low growing varieties 
on the outer edges. The approximate heights are given on the seed packets. Vines 
are furnished to cover fences, pergolas, etc. For the base planting in front of the 
house avery rich effect is obtained with the Plumed Cockscomh,or other combinations. 
The plan clearly shows how the vegetable garden should be laid out. Where- 
ever possible, it is recommended to run the rows north and south to obtain the 
maximum amount of sunlight. It also simplifies cultivation to have the rows run 
the entire length of the garden. As the fertility of the soil will vary in practically 
every location, no definite rules can be laid down for fertilizing. However, for 
soil of average fertility about 100 lbs. of Henderson’s Garden Fertilizer and 100 lbs.

Brief Cultural Directions | 


Sowing Sweet Pea Seeds in the Open Ground: When Sweet Peas 
are to be grown from start to finish in the open ground the seeds should 
be sown at the earliest possible date in spring, even before frosts are over, 
for they are quite hardy. But of course this cannot be done until the 
ground is dry enough to work, i.e., is crumbly, not wet and sticky. The 
object of early sowing is to give the roots as long a time as possible to 
develop before the warm weather excites the tops into rapid growth. 
Slow sturdy top growth and a well developed root-system, roots clear 
down to the cool, rich, moist lower layers of soil before hot weather, is 
one of the secrets of success. After the ground has been prepared, raked 
and leveled, draw a flat furrow with a hoe about 6 inches wide and 
3 inches deep and plant the seeds 2 to 3 inches apart zig-zag along the 
center of the furrow, cover with about 1 inch of soil, then tramp firm 
with the feet; this will leave the seeds in a light depression which will 
hold moisture and hasten germination. When the seedlings have attained 
a height of 2 to 3 inches they should be thinned out to remain 6 to 12 
inches. apart, the greater distance is advised for trench culture if the 
plants are expected to develop to their maximum capacity. Cultivation 
should begin just as soon as the plants are large enough to keep the 
surface of the ground loose, admit air and conserve the soil’s moisture. 
At each of the earlier hoeings draw a little of the ridged soil into the 
furrow about the plants until it is all level. This gets the roots down 
deeper where they are less susceptible to the drying out effects of hot 
weather. We do not believe in ridging up the young seedlings as ridges 
turn the water away. The vines are of course to be supported by brush 
or netting.

Dahlias will succeed in any soil which. will grow 
Corn or Potatoes, but where a choice can be made, it 
is best to select one rather light well-drained and 
moderately rich. Before digging or plowing put on well 
rotted barnyard manure 2 or 3 inches deep and 
thoroughly incorporate it with the soil. If that is not 
available use Henderson’s Garden Fertilizer, which 
can be put in the place where the Dahlia is to be 
planted, mixing it thoroughly with the soil, a good 
handful being sufficient for each.
